Where Our Army Is Weak 

It is not surprising that Lieutenant General 
Lesley L. McNair, chief of staff, in summarizing 
the lessons so far learned from the war maneu- 
vers in Louisiana, placed the great weakness 
of the United States Army in inadequate lead- 
ership for the small units. 

While praising the spirit and ability of the 
men in the ranks in the highest terms, General 
McNair spared no words in criticizing the 
leadership ability of lower ranking officers. 
This means the lieutenants, the captains and 
the majors. The officers who are in most direct 
contact with the men. 

When it is remembered, 
new Army is barely one year old and that it 
takes far longer to train a man for officer than 
it does for private, there need be no alarm 
nor surprise over this situation. Even West 
Point requires four years to turn out a second 
lieutenant. To have hoped that sufficient of 
these junior officers could have been adequately 
trained in one year would have been unreason- 
able.

New “Scrap” Mine 

Roy Emmet, editor of the Cedartown Stand- 
ard, has produced an idea which deserves to 
be taken up on a national Scale.

COBB COUNTY FAIR A fair always has possessed an ate 


traction for me. I like to go and peer 
at the prize jar of pickles, the blue-ribbon preserves, and all other 
canned and be-ribboned products. 

The prize ear of corn is worth seeing. The best cake, although 
looking slightly distressed after a few. days in the fair exhibits, still 
looks good. One may stand and view it and almost hear all the 
bustle, the clucking, the beating, the hopeful exclamations and the 
joys of the kitchen which produced it. 

The Cobb County Fair, regarded as the biggest of the little fairs, 
was visited by a number of neighboring newspapermen on its open- 
ing day, Tuesday. Mr. Otis Brumby, the publisher of the famed 
Cobb County Times, which hardly has room for its equipment so 
thickly placed are its first-prize cups and plaques, wisely provided 
for attendance at the fair before his barbecued chicken dinner. 
That chicken and its sauce, supplemented with “Brown Betty” 
apples, salad and other comestibles, left the visiting newsmen un- 
to do anything except sit around and look contented. His sauce 
for barbecuing is the best known to mankind's taste.

For a few years we seemed to think that a midway was all we 
needed to have a fair. The premium mioney grew less and less, the 
exhibits shrank in size or disappeared, the exhibits of poultry and 
livestock were small and unimportant, and fairs began, very prop- 
erly, to die on the vine. 

They are coming back. Those which have kept up their ex- 
hibits of canned goods, fruits, vegetables, meats, and those which 
have kept up their livestock exhibits, are going strong. 

The person who goes to a fair and fails to walk down = rows 
of pens where the pigs are and -the stalls where the calves, bulls 
and cows are on exhibit, doesn’t really see the fair The person 
who fails to the pickles and the canned beets over which Aunt 
Minnie sweated and prayed, hasn't done right by himself or the 
hundreds of Aunt Minnies who can and bake for the fair. 

The Future Farmers and the 4-H clubs have done the biggest 
job in bringing back the fairs. If you have never gone early, the 
day before the livestock judging, to see the boys washing and brush- 
ing their pigs, clipping and brushing their cows, calves and bulls, 
you have missed one of the best features of the show. 

Perhaps the ultimate in feminine beauty shop work is to see a 
young gal calf with her tail tip all done up in curls. 


HOMEMADE SOAP “There were two exhibits at the Cobb 


County Fair which attracted unusual at-

tention. 

One was that of the Robert L. Osborne P.-T. A. from Fair Oaks. 

This community, which lies but a short distance off the Dixie high- 

way near Marietta, had an exhibit of its products amazing in its 
variety. I noted collards, beets, spinach, mustard, three varieties of 
peas, radishes, carrots, three varieties of peppers, sage, okra, two 
varieties of string beans, limas, turnip salad, tomatoes, cabbage, 
three varieties of onions, cucumbers, turnips, two varieties of sweet 
potatoes, eggplant and other vegetables, All this, mind you, from 
the gardens of one community. 

In addition, there were canned goods of all kinds, seeds, cured 
meats and by-products, beeswax, tallow and soap. 

I don’t know how long it’s bee n since I’ve seen homemade soap. 
I recall the old ash hopper at my grandmother’s farm where soap 
was made. I recall the soap, too, and have washed with it. It 
was good soap. I’d often wondered if anyone still made their 
Own soap. 

John Blackwell, a farmer of Cobb county, had a unique ex- 
hibit. He had reproduced, in model form, his 30 acres on which 
he lives and makes a profit. On 30 acres he had a three-year crop 
rotation plan, with soil-rebuilding legumes. He produced hay, 
enough hogs and one beef calf for his meat. He dried out 45 pounds 
of fruit, canned 240 quarts of fruit, 175 quarts of vegetables, 70 
pints of fruit juices, 16 gallons of syrup, 100 pounds of beans and 
peas, grew enough wheat and corn to make his own bread, and 
had his own poultry and milk supply. 

He even exhibited his typical three meals. 
tomato juice, a dry cereal from his own fields, 
butter and jelly. At dinner—noon time—he had a large slice of 
ham, string beans, potatoes, okra, squash, corn bread, ice tea and 
pie. For supper he had a stuffed green pepper, tomatoes, beans, 
milk, fruit and cookies. 

All this was from his own fields. None of it was bought.

No Telling What the Gentlest 
Cows Will Do When They 
Eat Loco Weed

Science has solved many of the mysteries that troubled and 
frightened the ancients but there are other and greater mysteries 
that still puzzle the wisest of men. 

What is gravity and what causes it? Nobody knows. 

To what extent is human behavior influenced by unseen natural 
forces? Nobody knows the answer. But those who scorn the non- 
sense of astrology are yet aware that our destiny may be shaped 
by physical forces in ways that nobody understands. 

We are bombarded by mysterious rays from somewhere in outer 
space. If they can penetrate solid walls, as they do, isn’t it likely 
that they somehow affect us? : 

Alexander Key, in a recent Post article about hurricanes, tells 
how they affect the minds of people even days before they arrive. 
He checked the September crime record in one Gulf region for a 
period of 15 years, and found that crimes of violence, in years when 
hurricanes were frequent, had exactly doubled the number recorded 
when there were no hurricanes. 

Why? Nobody knows. It may be static electricity. Whatever 
it is, it causes a nervous excitement that overcomes normal controls. 
And the “feeling” in the atmosphere is so clearly apparent to the 
sensitive that on one occasion, some 10 years ago, it drove the 
seminoles out of the swamps two days before the white man’s 
instruments gave warning. 

Farthquakes also give warning of their coming by some “change 
in the air” that makes primitive people and domestic animals rest- 
less and fearful. 

Nobody has yet proved that any force outside our world can 
affect us, but if the moon can move the immeasurable masses of the 
oceans, and “sun spots’—those flaming masses of gas leaping 
300,000 miles into space—can disturb radio reception and electrical 
communication, it is not unreasonable to suppose that both have 
some effect on human brains and nerves.
